‘WEAPON LAW 


Shown In Arrest of Man With 
Bomb Under His Coat 


IS HELD IN $10,000 BAIL 


Supposed Chief of Black Hand Is 
Known as “The Fox”—Has Laughed 
at Police and Levied Tribute For 
Years—Petrosino, Who Was Mur- 
dered In Italy, Had Accused Man 
Arrested Three Years Ago 


New York, Sept. 7.—With a dapper 
young Italian believed to be one of 
the country’s master criminals in their 
hands, the police spread their nets 
for the gang of bomb-throwers, black- 
mailers and kidnappers that have ter- 
rorized the Italian settlement here for 
the past four years. 

Guiseppi Castabile, the Black Hand 
chief who has hidden in the shadows 
for years, laughing at the police and 
levying tribute where he pleased, 
stumbled into the grip of Detective 
Carrao of the central office. Tucked 
under his coat was a dynamite bom» 
as big as a grape fruit, fused and 
ready for explosion, 

Castabile was arraigned under the 
new law which makes the mere pos- 
session of a deadly weapon a felony, 
but the police hope to prove against 
him far more serious crimes. 

“In many ways Castabile is the 
most important prisoner we have ever 
entertained,” said Police Inspector 
Hughes.. “There have been seven- 
teen bomb explosions in the Italian 
quarter in the past month; how many 
of these Castabile, who was known as 
‘the fox,’ and his subordinates are re- 
sponsible for, I don’t know, but we 
hope to fasten enough on him to re- 
move him from the scene of opera- 
tions for some time.” 

The detention of Castabile in $10,- 
000 bail has proved the value of the 
new “deadly weapon” law; and for 
the mere possession of a bomb, “the 
fox” may be sent to prison for seven 
years. The law was passed par- 
ticularly to assist the police against 
elusive Italian criminals, whom it is 
difficult to convict because their vic- 
tims are afraid to testify against 
them, 

Some of Castabile’s career is al- 
ready a part of the records of the de- 
tective bureau. He is 5 feet 4 inches 
tall, weighing 118 pounds, with quiz- 
zical blue eyes and a good-humored 
mouth about which curls a soft brown 
mustache. He is 27 years old, calls 
himself a salesman and ‘lives com- 
fortably with his wife and two chil- 
dren at 136 Chrystie street. In that 
neighborhood he is called “Papinello” 
—Little Joe—and the nickname is not 
one of endearment. 

Castabile came to New York ten 
years ago. Two and a half years later 
he returned to Calabria and appeared 
again in New York four years ago. 
Since that time, the police say, he has 
not done a day’s work. 

Lieutenant Petrosino, who was 
murdered at Palermo, was responsible 
for Castabile’s first arrest, on July 
17, 1908. Three days before that 
Petrosino and Corrao were on guard 
at the store of Francesco Spinella, 
314 Hast Hleventh street, where a 
“final” Black Hand notice had been 
served. The detectives stood by while 
Pinzolo Bonaventuro crept with a 
bomb into the hallway of that house. 

Bonaventuro pleaded guilty to an 
attempt to wreck the building, and 
was sent to Sing Sing for five years. 
In tracing his movements just. before 
his arrest clew after clew pointed to 
Castabile, and he, too, was arrested, 
but with Bonaventuro’s refusal to talk 
about anyone but himself. Castabile 
was discharged. But before Bona- 
yenturo set out for Sing Sing he told 
Corrao, so the detective says, that 
Ctastabile had fashioned the bomop 
that was to have brought Spinella to 
terms. 

For three years the police - have 
been keeping track of Castabile. Pe- 
trosino long tried in vain to get con- 
clusive evidence against him. Many 
stories are told about his methods of 
taking what he wanted from those who 
feared hiin loo much to complain. 

When arrested Castabile threatened 
the life of Carrao. 


Two More Pardoned by Foss 

Boston, Sept. 7.—Pardons were 
granted by the governor and council 
to two Boston men, James J. Emery 
and Martin Conley, sentenced early 
this year to two years in the house of 
correction for larceny. This brings 
the total number of pardons to fifty- 
three under Governor Foss.

New Orleans, Sept. 7.—‘‘No Ameri. 
can cotton crop ever grown has sold 
for as much as the one just market- 
ed, the total value, including the 
seed, having been $1,030,000,000,” 
according to the report of Secretary 
Hester of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change.

London, Sept. 7.—William Burgess 
of Yorkshire completed a successful 
swim of the English channel after 
having been in the water for fully 
twenty-four hours.

Burgess’ success in swiming the 
English channel, which is — twenty 
miles wide where he crossed it, fol- 
lowed nine plucky, but unsuccessful, 
attempts to navigate the span of water 
between the French and English 
toasts. : 

The only other successful attempt 
was that of the late Captain Matthew 
Webb, who swam the distance on 
Aug. 24, 1875, in 21 hours and 45 min- 
utes. On July 24, 1882, while at- 
tempting to swim Niagara rapids, he 
was drowned. 


CLOSE OF AERO MEET 


Wound Up by Flight to Boston Light 
by Grahame-White 

Boston, Sept. 7.—The second Har- 
vard aero meet closed yesterday af- 
ternoon. Three minor world’s rec- 
ords were broken during the week. 
They were for quick starting, 8 3-5 
seconds, by Lincoln A. Beachey; 
speed and altitude climbing, 2009 
feet in four minutes, by Claude Gra- 
hame-White; accuracy in bomb 
throwing, 9.4 feet, average for three 
bombs, by Tom Sopwith. 

Skimming low over the harbor at 
the tremendous speed of ninety miles 
an hour, Claude Grahame-White, the 
English aviator, won the fourth and 
last Boston light race in 27 minutes 
35 1-5 seconds, breaking the best 
previous record for the 33-mile course 
by nearly four minutes. :

LIGHT OF THE FIREFLY. 


Experiments That Demonstrated How 
the Glow Is Produced. 

To find out just how and wl.y the 
tiny firefly is able at wili to transform 
itself into a living lamp a series of 
very interesting and instructive ex- 
periments have just been conducted 
by F. Alexander McDermott. and 
Charles G. Crane of the hygienic lab- 
oratory of the United States public 
health and hospital service in Wash- 
ington, says the New York World. 
The investigation necessarily called 
for considerable delicate microscropical 
study of the light producing organs 
of the firefly. It was found that the 
insect produces its light by oxidation— 
that is, by practical combustion. These 
organs are traversed by tubes con- 
tinuous with those used for breathing, 
and the investigation found evidence 
that air is drawn into the organs of 
the firefly every time it wants to il- 
luminate itself and its surroundings. 
The luminous organ is divided into 
two distinct layers, the inner one be- 
ing white and opaque and serving as 
a reflector, the outer being yellowish 
and translucent and containing the 
actual light producing mechanism. 
The luminous organs are penetrated 
from the interior of the insect out- 
ward by innumerable tubes which 
ramify within the true luminous tissue, 
running diagonally outward ‘and finally 
uniting with the breathing tubes or 
windpipes, with which they are ap- 
parently identical. When the firefly 
wants to strike a light it takes a deep 
breath, drawing in the air through the 
breathing tracheae and forcing it 
through the fine passages or. tubes in 
its photogenic tissue, where the oxy- 
gen of the air is consumed in a bio- 
logical oxidation. The firefly.and other 
tiny insects capable of self illumina- 
tion are now known to possess a fluor- 
escent material. It is the action of the 
inhaled oxygen upon this fluorescent 
material that produces the glow. 


CORK CENTER BASEBALLS. 


The Effect of the Change From a Solid 
Rubber Core. 

“Outwardly the ten cent ball bears a 
close resemblance to the dollar’ ball; 
but, as every boy knows, there is a vast 
difference in the ‘life’ and durability 
of the two spheres. The center of the 
cheap ball is made of ground up car- 
pet rags closely pressed into a core by 
machinery. Over this core string is 
wound—a very little string compared 
to the quantity used in winding one of 
the professional league  balls—and 
then the unfinished article is sent to 
the room where the women sewers 
put the cover on, the seam being 
drawn together by hand. 

“But the league ball is a very differ- 
ent product. In the first place, the con- 
struction of this ball has been under- 
going an evolution for years. At the 
present time there is much complaint 
from some who would have few runs 
and a quick game, on account of the 
way in which the batters are hitting 
this new cork center ball. The com- 
plaint is heard that the ball is too fast 
and runs too frequent. The explana- 
tion of the experts is that a ball hit on 
the ground with the new ball is no 
faster than with the old one, but that 
a ball hit in the air goes farther, thus 
accounting for the great number of 
extra base hits made in recent years. 

“Some years ago the balls were made 
with rubber centers. Then, in response 
to a demand for more runs to make 
the game interesting to the spectators, 
the experiment was tried of making a 
ball with a small piece of cork in the 
center, in the heart of the rubber core. 
This produced a little of the desired 
effect, and every year from that time 
the relative sizes of the rubber and 
the cork in the center of the spheres 
have been changed until the present 
fast ball was evolved.’—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


Whistling Pyrometer, 

Martins Costa of the polytechnic 
school of Rio de Janeiro has invented 
An acoustic pyrometer for measuring 
the temperature inside an oven or 
furnace which possesses some novel 
features. It consists of two whistles 
80 connected by rubber tubes that they 
can be blown simultaneously. One 
whistle is placed in the furnace, the 
other outside. The action of the in- 
strument depends upon the fact that 
by properly arranging the respective 
lengths of the sonorous tubes of the 
to whistles both will give the same 
note when one is cold and the other 
heated to a certain temperature. If 
the whistle inside the furnace gives a 
lower note than the one outside the 
temperature is too low; if it gives a 
higher note the temperature is too 
high; if the two give the same note 
the temperature is exactly that re- 
quired. 


Perils of Botany. 

A particularly exciting episode in the 
tareer of that veteran botanist, Sir 
Joseph Hooker, who recently celebrat- 
ed his ninety-fourth birthday, occurred 
when, some sixty years ago, he under- 
took a mission to unfamiliar regious in 
India, penetrated the Himalayan fast- 
nesses and, being detected botanizing 
on the Tibet border. was seized, im- 
prisoned and heaten and came very 
near losing his life. It is to Sir Joseph 
that we owe our knowledge of the 
flora of the antarctic, and seventy years 
have passed since he visited the south 
polar regions.—London Mail.

Le Patrie, in headlines running 
across its entire front page, an- 
nounces a considerable movement of 
French troops toward the German 
frontier. Inquiries made at the min- 
istry of war elicited the information 
that this movement is connected with 
the maneuvers of the French army, 
which will last until Sept. 13. 

In addition to the garrisons sta- 
tioned in the district 30,000 troops 
are now moving toward the eastern 
boundary for concentration at Bel- 
fort, the almost impregnable frontier 
fortress, which is the objective of the 
army. 

Taking cognizance of the alarm- 
ing rumors current of preparations 
being made to rush the Paris garrison 
toward the eastern frontier, the 
French ministry of war announced 
that only some of the battalions of 
chasseurs stationed in Paris are go- 
ing to take part in the maneuvers. 

Nineteen of the best known airmen 
in France haye been assigned to duty 
in connection with the maneuvers on 
the eastern frontier. This contin- 
gent, added to the military aeronauts, 
will bring up the number participat- 
ing in the army exercises to forty ex- 
perienced airmen. 


Germany Delivers Her Reply to the 
French Proposals 

Berlin, Sept. 7.—M. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, and Herr Von 
Kiderlen-Waechter conferred last 
evening and the German reply to the 
French proposals was delivered. 

According to the Cologne Gazette's 
semi-official dispatch the German 
counter-proposal demands a full 
guarantee on important economic in- 
terests in Morocco, concerning which 
technical advice must be taken be- 
fore the conclusion of the agreement. 

This will require care and time. 
Much preparatory work, however, 
has already been accomplished in the 
details of the guarantee and_ terri- 
torial compensation, so that, with 
good will on both sides, an early re- 
sult may be hoped for. 

DEATH OF DISLER 
Medium Stricken While Receiving 
Spirit Message For Gage 
Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 7.—The 
spiritualistic medium known as Dis- 
ler, who was stricken under rather 
sensational conditions here, died 
without regaining consciousness. 
Among those assembled at his seance 
was the former secretary of the treas- 
ury, Lyman J. Gage, whose interest 
In oceult and spiritualistic matters is

Disler, who had become the per- 
sonal friend of the former secretary, 
was stricken while in the act of re- 
ceiving a message for Gage, sup- 
posedly from the spirit world, and 
fell into a state of insensibility.

Garros Betters Beachey’s Mark by 
Going Up 13,945 Feet 
Parame, France, Sept. 6.—Roland 
G. Garros, the French aviator, 
broke the world’s record for altitude 
in an aeroplane. He ascended 13,- 
945 feet, which is 743 feet more than 
two miles and a half. The achieve- 
ment of Garros betters Lincoln Beach- 
ey’s height record, made at Chicago 
on Aug. 20 last, by 2303 feet. 
Garros is well known in American 
aviation circles, having appeared at 
meets in many American cities. He 
is noted as one of the few success- 
ful flyers of the Demoiselle, the dwarf 
monoplane.

SEVERAL LIVES IN JEOPARDY 


Accidental Discovery of Apparent Plot 
to Blow Up Part of Government’s 
Plant at Charlestown—No Occasion 
For Use of Explosives In Vicinity 
of Glant Monolith—Official Investi- 
gation Without Result 


Boston, Sept. 7.—An apparent plot 
to dynamite the lower end of the 
Charlestown navy yard was disclosed 
yesterdey, when three heavy sticks 
of dynamite were accidentally uncov- 
ered in the gigantic floating crane in 
the yard by workmen. The lives of 
600 men were endangered. 

The dynamite was secreted in the 
framework of the crane and two work. 


men were wielding hammers about a: 


foot away, One of them happened to 
examine the place he was next going 
to hammer and saw the explosives. 

More than 100 men, mostly iron 
workers, were repairing the monster 
crane at pier 9. Hundreds of other 
workmen were in the immediate 
vicinity. 

At the discovery of the dynamite 
the men were filled with consterna- 
tion. They laid down their tools, too 
alarmed to continue work. 

The officials of the yard were noti- 
fied. Experts of the hull division hur- 
ried to the scene. With the greatest 
precautions the dynamite was re- 
moved. 

There was no occasion for the use 
of explosives in the repair work be- 
ing done on the monolith of iron and 
steel, nor in that particular section 
of the yard. :

Sclentists Think They Have 
Made a Great Discovery 


San Francisco, Sept. 7.—Anthro- 
pologists of the university of Cali- 
fornia announce that they have found 
“the most uncontaminated aborigine 
in the known world.” The tribal and 
tolk-lore secured from him thus far 
are considered of great value. The 
man, driven from the mountains by 
forest fires, was caught near Oroville 
while attempting to steal meat. 

“Ishi,” the anthropologists call 
him, which means “man” in the 
tongue of the Southern Yahi Indians, 
his tribe.

A Fine Flower Show 


ees 

The Flower Show, which’ threat- 
ened at one time to be a very or- 
dinary one, turned out to be the best 
that has yet been held, and an ex- 
The 
change in arranging the exhibit, by 
which the vegetables were exhibited 
in the lower hall, was an excellent 
one, for it gave to the public an op- 
portunity to enjoy each of the two 
branches by itself, and it was gen- 
erally approved. The flowers were 
more beautiful than ever and won- 
derfully abundant. Some of the 
more attractive specimens were con- 
spicuous by their absence, or by the 
small exhibits made, notably sweet 
peas, but for most varieties, it was 
evident that the amateur gardeners 
had taken the necessary precautions 
to bring their specimens through in 
the best of condition. 

While we want to congratulate the 
management of the show without 
stint for the successful exhibition 
they have made, we cannot refrain 
from calling attention to one feature, 
worked out by the judges, that 
seems to deserve from the manage- 
ment another year, a little more 
careful and clearh, defined rule of 
procedure. Several of the most 
beautiful displays of “collections of 
flowers” were disqualified because 


| there were contained in the collec- 


tions, flowers of shrubs with -other 
blossoms. ‘The fine distinction that 
the judges finally made in ruling as 
they did is rather too fine for most 
amateur gardeners. While no one 
will criticize the parties responsible 
for this ruling, the fact that there 
was no information on this point as 
to just what to expect would seem to 
place a clear obligation upon the 
managers to remedy the difficulty 
next year by making very clear con- 
ditions. 

This second year has demonstrated 
beyond question the value and im- 
portance of this exhibition. As a 
fixture in town, there are many 
things that may be done to make it 
more satisfactory to those who go to 
enjoy it than it has been in the past 
two seasons. The correspondent in 
another column calls attention to the 
short time in which it was possible 
for one to go and enjoy what was 
shown there. This is true and while 
we personally have great regret that 
it was not kept open on Sunday, we 
believe all will agree if it cannot have 
a Sunday opening, it should have a 
second day and evening. Why not 
fix it for 1912 for Labor Day and the 
day after? We believe there are 
many people who would gladly do a 
little work to help out. in this im- 
provement. 


The Flying Game 


It is going to be a long time before 
journeys through the air will be a 
very popular method of transporta- 
tion. It is. worth while seeing the 
aviators in such meets as they have 
been holding the past week or two 
out at Atlantic, but it is doubtful if 
very many people leave the field 
without having an impression that 
the whole problem of the flying 
machine is still very far from solu- 
tion. It is very seldom that. the 
motors start working at once, and 
it is very seldom that they don’t stop 
working at intervals. Undoubtedly 
methods of control even when the 
engine stops working are to be ul- 
timately assured, but the average 
man is going to feel very much more 
secure on terra firma, no matter 
what may be the means of travel he 
may be enjoying, than he will be a 
thousand feet in midair with nothing 
between him and earth save the in- 
secure present day airship. 

It is a wonderful sight, however, 
to see such masters of their craft, as 
is Beachey for instance, do such 
wonderful stunts as he does with a 
flying machine. The flying men 
themselves are ready to predict all 
kinds of commercial successes and 
when everything goes smoothly, and 
the ability of an expert operator is 
before you, you may think it is possi- 
ble, but it is a long way off. The ex- 
hibition such as they have held 
during the past week in Boston is 


‘well worth seeing, but it won’t be 


necessary for a good while yet for 
the smaller cities and towns to dis- 
cuss means of assessing airships, or 
methods of controlling them. The 
game is the rich man’s latest fad. 

Worse and Worse at Lawrence 

The Lawrence finances are in a 
pretty serious condition. When a 
big, rich city like Lawrence, with 
valuation approaching the hundred 
million mark finds itself in. such a 
predicament that it is obliged to 
allow its regular monthly expenses 
to go over for three months, and has 
less than a hundred dollars with 
which to pay a five thousand dollar 
weekly payroll, conditions are such 
as to call for pretty thoughtful con- 
sideration by students of municipal 
government. 

While we are aware that it has 
been considered rank heresy, the 
writer hasn’t been able to bring him- 
self to see anything but good for 
just such conditions as this, to come 
from a properly constituted state 
finance commission. No more short- 
sighted piece of politics was ever 
played than that which resulted in 
the defeat of the last state “finance 
commission, killed in the Senate be- 
cause the Republican party did not 


-want to have the Democratic Gov- 


ernor appoint the first commission. 


‘A few more such breaks as this, and 


there wouldn’t be any necessity to 


i 


hold an election in Massachusetts. 
But the political side of this matter 
is the least important, in the light of 
what Lawrence is now showing, and 
what many other cities to a less de- 
gree would show if conditions were 
thoroughly opened up and under- 
stood, 

It isn’t easy to see how the Law- 
rence difficulty will be adjusted. Of 
course, it will be adjusted ultimately 
because the city is abundantly able 
to pay its bills. It has large re- 
sources, it is a prosperous city, con- 
sidering the times, and its growth 
is not over by any means. What it 
needs above everything else is a city 
government made. up of men. who 
understand business matters, who are 
thoroughly alive to the responsibility 
of office-holding, and who will give 
honest service. Whether it can se- 
cure such an administrative board or 
not, is not a question of the form of 
charter, or any other theoretical 
form of improved government. It is 
wholly up to the men who cast the 
votes, and the creation of the right 
kind of public sentiment to back up 
the voters in their action and the 
officials in their work after they are 
elected. 


Tae Republican Contest 


The state political situation is not 
easy to forecast so far as the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor is 
concerned. At the present time, ap- 
pearances seem to favor the present 
Lieutenant Governor and it is not 
surprising that they do. Certainly. 
they ought to favor him for he has 
held himself steadfast and true to 
Republican convictions in all the 
days of rambunctious chasing after 
false gods, and better that the party 
should go down to defeat under such 
leadership as his than it should suc- 
ceed through a false position toward 
its convictions under the leadership 
of some of the others who are striv- 
ing for this office. 

Norman White is undoubtedly 
making the most noise. He always 
has. He is also undoubtedly gaining 
some support. ‘Such men always do, 
but-to think that it is possible for 
a man of his kind to be elected to 
this high office is beyond compre- 
hension. Mr, Walker’s position has 
not changed in the least. He is ad- 
vocating some of the most unsound 
ideas from a Republican standpoint 
that any candidate for Republican 
office has ever expressed. He ought 
to be a big man in Massachusetts 
politics, if training, natural ability 
and opportunity for service could 
count for what they should. Instead 
of that, he appears to be one of the 
temporary disturbances which pass 
away without any very serious effect. 

One of the disturbing signs in con- 
nection with the campaign is the lack 
of interest. that the rank and file of 
the party seems to have, and there 
is nothing in the candidacy of either 
of the three men who are running for 
office to lead one to believe that 
there is going to be a very immediate 
change in ‘this condition. We are in 
for not only a “mighty hard winter,” 
but we are apparently ‘in for a very 
long disturbed condition of things, 
viewed through Republican glasses. 


Editorial Cinders 


‘Messrs. Burr as a candidate for 
State Auditor and Wood as a candi- 
date for Secretary would seem to 
both be in the right in their conten- 
tion that their opponents are not 
properly candidates for “renomina- 
tion.” Neither has ever been nom- 
inated by the Republican party. To 
be sure, they have had a nomination 
and election by the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature, but no 
interim election ever stands the same 
as does the election by the people 
themselves, and we shall be very 
much surprised if the ballot law com- 
mission allows the designation to 
stand that Messrs. Langtry and 
White have chosen. 


Victim of Holdup Recovering 


Perley Woodbridge, the cider man- 
ufacturer of Salem street, who was 
held up and beaten by two unknown 
men between here and Lawrence 
last Monday night, is recovering 
from the effects of his experience. 

Mr. Woodbridge, who goes to 
Lawrence frequently and often re- 
turns iate at night, was driving along 
South Broadway near Ware street 
about half-past ten o’clock, when 
suddenly a man stepped in front of 
his horse, bringing him to a stand- 
still abruptly. At the same time an- 
other man climbed into the wagon 
and knocked Mr. Woodbridge off 
onto the ground, after which the two 
went through his pockets. 

‘Fortunately, the electric car from 
,Lawrence approached just at that 
moment, and fearing complications, 
the two men took to their heels. The 
victim of their ill treatment, who had 
sustained several bad bruises, was 
placed on the car and brought to An- 
dover. A physician was summoned 
and it was found that there were no 
serious injuries. :

SECOND ANNUAL FLOWER SHOW 


Highly Successful Exhibit Held Last Saturday in the Town 
Hall. Many Prizes Awarded for Various Exhibits 


The second annual Flower Show 
held under the auspices of the An- 
dover Village Improvement society, 
the Florists’ and Gardeners’ associa- 
tion and the Andover Guild, took 
place Saturday afternoon and even- 
ing in the town hall.

Concerning Flower Shows 


The following extract from a pri- 
vate letter to a subscriber will be of 
interest to our readers. 

“We reached Portland in good time. 
A little after nine Saturday evening 
a tire was so kind as to burst in An- 
dover. We inquired if there was any 
place of interest we could visit while 
repairs were being made and were 
told we might enjoy an exhibit of 
flowers, fruit and vegetables in the 
city hall, 

We went upstairs first and, my dear, 
=e just wild over the*beautiful 
vision, The display was marvelous, 
when you think of the six days’ del- 
uge preceding. They had taken in- 
finite pains to make each flower tell, 
and there were hundreds of flowers, 
each in a glass by itself. 

Imagine the work. Then there 
were masses of all the early autumn 
flowers and the riot of color was 
simply dazzling. I found over against 
the wall a large cluster of deep red 
dahlias. with their rich, dark foliage, 
artistically arranged in a tall green 
pottery holder, which pleased me. 
We stayed some time, feasting our 
eyes on the gorgeous scene. It was 
so quiet and restful. People just 
seemed to be trying to take it all in. 

We found some tired but radiant 
women who seemed to be officials, 
and asked one of them how long the 
exhibit had been open. “Only since 
two o'clock,” she said, I replied, 
“Oh! That’s good; I shall telephone 
my friends in town te geme up to- 
morrow.” She shook her head, say- 
ing, “The doors will be closed in 
half an hour.” I could have cried, 
and she looked as though she wanted 
to do so. : 

Think of all that work for an 
eight-hour exhibition. The fourth 
commandment seemed to be the ob- 
stacle, and none of the committee 
looked like Jews, and of course they 
weren’t, because if they had been 
they would have observed Saturday 
as a day of rest. We were struck 
dumb, but rallying asked what would 
become of all the flowers, and were 
told that they were to be sent to the 
hospitals in Boston and Lawrence. 
Ever so many people, you see, would 
have to work Sunday if they reached 
their destination in good shape. 
Would you believe people, intelligent 
people, could be so, so, so what? 
You know in the old days men were 
forbidden to kiss their wives on Sun- 
day, and did you see in The Outlook 
the question raised as to whether it 
was right to eat fresh eggs on Sun- 
day since the hens had been at work 
providing them. Poor old Jews. 
What a hard time they have always 
had. 

We heard outside that there had 
been a good deal of agitation on the 
subject of the Sunday exhibit. What 
do you suppose those Andoverites 
do on Sunday anyway. I'll wager 
the very ones who opposed giving 
God’s beautiful flowers a chance to 
preach their little sermon had some- 
thing to eat besides manna, and their 
man servants and maid servants 
worked too, Pardon this sermon- 
ette, but for a long time people have 
been blindly trying to follow an old 
Jewish law and failing ignominiously 
because under modern conditions it 
can’t be done.”

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


“Far-awa’ Fowls Have Fine 
Feathers” 


This old Scotch proverb just means 
that your own fowls have just as fine 
feathers as the farawa’ kind if you 
only had the sense to look at your 


} own fowls and appreciate their good 


qualities. The world is a big world 
and all its beauties are not confined 
to one part of it. Still nature is se- 
vere in her economy. The fine 
feathers of the peacock are all that 
nature gives him, What a fearful, 
shrill, unmusical voice he has. 
“Shelly’s skylark” has no fine feathers 
but his song is mellow, clear and 
beautiful as he mounts up towards 
the clouds and puts our would-be 
flying machines to shame. They are 
neither beautiful nor musical. 

It is a pleasure to me to note that 
the editor of the Townsman has be- 
come a poet as well as a lover of 
nature, “Beautiful Haggett’s pond” 
would have been still more beautiful 
if our respected editor had said that 
he caught a dozen white perch and 
got some potato chips from Mrs. 
Bailey. Where that good lady 
learned the art of cooking potatoes 
I know not, but M. Soyer, the great 
French cook, could not improve on 
Mrs. Bailey’s chips. 

Foster’s. pond and Pomps pond 
and all their surroundings are beauti- 
ful. The Shawsheen river from Ab- 
bott’s bridge to Ballardvale, to the 
lover of nature has its special charms, 
Then North Andover pond (which 
has an Indian name that I can 
neither spell nor pronounce) is a 
grand lake with finely wooded banks; 
so that Andover people have within 
an easy walk many attractive beauty 
spots. But like the wireless  tele- 
graphy, one must be in sympathy and 
in complete accord with the battery 
sending the message. Some folks 
are like the gods spoken of in Holy 
Writ, “Eyes have they but they see 
not.” Just walk from. Andover to 
North Andover, and the view from 
the road away west almost as far 
as the Berkshire Hills, at which our 
poet-editor was delighted, makes us 
breathe freely and forget care and 
toil and sorrow. 

Those of us who cannot walk can 
enjoy the glorious sunsets we have 
had lately, and the fine poesy of 
wild flowers brought to us by a 
neighbor, with a fine specimen of a 
Scotch thistle in full bloom adorn- 
ing the bouquet, can be appreciated 
just as much as-a- hundred mile run 
with an automobile to those who are 
not shut in. By the way, I never 
knew that the Scotch thistle smells 
so sweet. The poet says a rose 
would smell as sweet called: by an- 
other name. If anyone had said that 


| 


a thistle had such a fine smell I 
would have thought that» they were 
jeering at the emblem of Scotland. 
We are always learning, if we are 
not too stand-pat and think we know 
everything. 

Since writing about Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe one of my kindly neighbors 
handed me to read “The Life and 
Letters of Harriet Beecher Stowe,” 
edited by Annie Fields. On page 167 
Mrs. Stowe says, in speaking of An- 
dover: “What a beautiful place it is! 
‘There is everything here that there 
is- at Brunswick except the sea. 
Yesterday I was out 4ll forenoon 
sketching elms. There is no end to 
the beauty of these trees. I shall 
fill my book with them before I get 
through ..... Today there is a 
fishing party to go to Salem beach 
and have a chowder. It almost seems 
too good to be true that we are go- 
ing to have such a house in such a 
‘beautiful place and to live here 
among all these agreeable people.” 
‘Again on page 257, on writing to An- 
dover just before sailing from Liver- 
pool: “I long for home, for my hus- 
band and children for the 
‘beautiful trees of Andover.” 

I have often said that emigrants 
coming to Andover from Europe 
were coming to kindly people and 
that Andover was a bonnie place. 
One of my regrets in leaving my old 
house in Essex street was leaving a 
chestnut tree which during the twen- 
ty years I had known it had grown 
from a sapling to almost fill the 
street in June, and I liked it to be 
in full flower on Decoration Day 
when the war veterans passed on the 
way to West Parish cemetery. One 
consolation is that other people will 
like that tree and enjoy its shade and 
beauty, 

The white birch trees on Highland 
road put me in mind of Scotland. 
The birch thrives well there; my 
father. planted fifty of them around 
his little place eighty years ago, and 
people who have seen them lately say 
that they are grand trees. The weep- 
ing birch is a graceful tree and has 
a pensive, sad-like appearance. When 
my. sister died, my father planted a 
weeping birch beside her grave. 
Trees speak to those who have eyes 
and ears. 

Today if anyone asked me about 
the buildings in Andover I would 
frankly say that the Episcopal church 
and the railway station building were 
the handsomest buildings in town. 
Note—I am _ not despising other 
buildings with nicely kept gardens 
and grounds, but the two gems of 
architecture are the railway station 
and Christ church. I merely add 
that I am neither an Episcopalian 
nor a railway director.

Obituary 
JOSEPH SHAW 


Joseph Shaw, one of Ballardvale’s 
best known and respected citizens, 
passed away Monday morning at 3.40 
o'clock at the age of 61 years 9 
months and 23 days. Mr. Shaw had 
a very severe shock a week ago 
Thursday and never fully regained 
consciousness. The deceased was 
born in Ballardvale, December 11, 
1849, and with the exception of a 
short time in which he was in com- 
pany with Arthur Buckley in the 
wool-pulling business in Maynard, 
he had always resided in the village. 
Mr. Shaw was a wool sorter by 
trade and was foreman of the wool 
shop of the Ballardvale Mills Com- 
pany from 1880 to 1887. In 1887 he 
became superintendent of the mills, 
which position he held until 1907, 
when he had his first shock which 
compelled him to retire from active 
life. 

On May 30, 1879, he married Miss 
Martha A. Rowland. He-‘was active- 
ly identified with everything that 
stood for the best interests of the 
town and vill#ge. He was a member 
of St. Matthews lodge of Masons. He 
always took alive interest in the 
Congregational church, being for 
over twenty years a trustee of that 
society. He was a man of sterling 
integrity and honesty and was al- 
ways ready to help anyone less for- 
tunate than himself. 

Besides his wife he leaves one son, 
Irving R. Shaw, and two grandchil- 
dren, Gardner R. and Doris A., to 
mourn his loss. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
afternoon at two o’clock from his 
late home on High street. There 
was a large attendance of his many 
friends and neighbors, all of whom 
realized that they had suffered a dis- 
tinct loss on account of Mr. Shaw’s 
death. Rev, Augustus H. Fuller con- 
ducted the service and spoke. with 
great feeling and paid a_ glowing 
tribute to his character and_ his 
earnest and efficient labors for the 
best interests of the community. The 
floral offerings were very beautiful. 
Interment was in the family lot in 
Spring Grove cemetery.

Sensational Incident of the Civil War 
In Mexico. 

In the civil war in Mexico, which 
resulted in the downfall of Diaz, a 
sensational incident took place—the 
seizure of Colonel Chiapas by an

-spurrection Chiapas had command for 


the government of the Sonora district, 
and he quickly became known for kis 
severity. Among those who suffered 
was a rich resident named Talamantes, 
who, with his two sons, was arrested 
on the charge of sympathizing with 
the insurrectos. 

After a brief hearing the three were 
eondemned to death, Mme, Tala- 
mantes pleaded with Chiapas for the 
life of her husband and sons, offering 
everything they possessed, but the 
colonel replied to her entreaties only 
with sneers, refused her request, had 
the three men taken to the grounds 
of their own hacienda, forced Mme. 
Talamantes to remain within hearing 
of the shots and had them executed. 

The widow changed from a A 
undemonstrative woman to a vigorous 
avenger. Having ample financial re- 


‘sources, she first offered $20,000 to any 


one who would deliver Chiapas alive 
into her hands. Then she organized 
a troop of armed men, put herself at 
its head and joined the insurgents. 
Soon the Talamantes became one of 
the strongest and most effective forces 
among the rebels. Her avowed pur- 
pose was to capture Chiapas. When 
the federals evacuated Agua Prieta 
the widow ambushed a detachment led 
by Chiapas, who in the fight was 
wounded and delivered to her. Within 
two hours of his capture she compelled 
him ‘to dig his own grave. He stood at 
its edge, and she personally gave the 
command to fire to her twelve troopers 
who faced him. — London Family 
Herald. 


AFRICAN RHINOS. 


They Are Nervous and Cowardly 
Rather Than Ferocious. 

Instead of being a savagely ferocious 
animal, the African rhinoceros is a 
cowardly,. shortsighted creature, ac- 
cording to John T. McCutcheon in 
“Hunting Adventures In the Big Game 
Country.”
